A great many of our readers have asked us 
|what the trend of opinion in the country gen- 
erally was, as reflexed by the newspapers and 
comment from writers and thinkers, and we are

face of the world. The consensus of opinion is 
that such a great and good country as Germany 
is commercially, 
and progress ought to be a republic and throw 
antocracy and military rule and oppression into 
the serap heap.

their country. Summing it up the New York 
Nation says: 

‘“We have received protests from a number of 
German sympathizers against the attitude adop- 
ted by the Nation in fixing the responsibility 
for the war in Europe mainly upon the Kaiser. 
We are assured that this is a holy war into 
whieh Germany has been forced against her will: 
that she is the only bulwark between the rising 
tide of Slavism and the endangered civilization

France, whose real motives are 
growth of the Kaiser’s Empire.

Never have 
we upheld the Germany of the mailed fist, of 
the autocracy of militarism; against its excesses, 
its encroachments upon eivil rights, its assertion 
that it constitutes a sacrosanct caste superior to 
Fany other, we have protested in season and out 
of season. , We have long seen in this swashbuck- 
ling, overbearing attitude of the imilitarists. a

never had the least admiration for a Kaiser who 
yows that he rules by divine right and not by 
popular consent: and we can not now uphold a 


grave menace to the peace of Europe.
